THis , and the next following Tra^l: , ( confifting each of 
a few flieets only ) fliould fooner have been taken notice 
of in thcfc Tranfactions , if they had fooner come to our 
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hands. The S^bjetfi beiag Curious and weightyjitwas thought 
fit to adveitife the Inquificive Reader, though fomewhat late, 
cfwhat is difcourfed upon it by other Learned men, befides 
thofe whom we" have formerly noted. 

This Author then doth principally difcourfe of the Motion 
and Place of that Comet, and how its odd Appearances may 
befalved; and in regard that in fuch a Difcourfe of the-Mo- 
tion of a Body, feen in the Heavens, 'tis requifite to fuppofe 
the Form and Conftitution of the Cclefllal Bodies , and in 
what manner they make their Revolutions, He thought it re- 
quifite,either to choofcfomeor other of themoft famous Hy- 
pothefes concerning them,, or elfe to endeavor to folve the 
thanomenao^ this Comet, according to all thofe Syftetns : 
Of which two Tasks he hath chofen the latter 5 in the pro- 
fecutioa whereof he feems fatisfied, that the Comet of i66/^^ 
was above the Moon., it having been found without a fenfible 
ParalUx 5 for the obferving of which , he fliews an eafie way, 
which needs no Quadrants or Sextants curioufly made ^ nor a 
precife taking of the Meridian Altitudes 5 nor theScituationof 
the Comet ia the Zodiackj nor the noting of the precife time 
of the Obfervation j nor la(Hf , needs to fear to be prejudiced 
by the Confideration of the various Refractions? forasmuch 
as he works not by the way af taking the feveral Altitudes 
from the Horizon, but by obferving the Pofition of the Co- 
met among fome neighbouring Fixt Starrs : for the doing of 
which, he faith, he employed only a fioiple Thread ftretch't 
out by an Arch, to make it evident, whether this Comet^had 
a fenuble ParalUx, or no.

Comets hath been 
fearch't into, the farther have Intelligent and Perfpicacious 
men receded from the opinion of the Peripatetkks concerning 
theraj he acquaints the Reader,what Inftrmnents he u(ed in ma- 
king Obfeivations, among which was a Quadrant of i i fooc 
radiui-y what conveniency he had as to the place of Obferva- 
tion; whatObfervations hemadejviz.A. 166^. Defemb.z^.. 
24. 25.2(5. 27:28. 2^; 50. ^r. and^. i6€'i.^am*r.x. 3.4.5. 
6, 7, 9. 13. 24, 3 1, and Fehruar. 7. Furtherj how he found the 
Longitude and Latitude of this Comet by obfeiving its di- 
ftances from twoFixt Starrs i and having found thofe, hovs» 
thence he found its right Afcenfions and its Declinations for e- 
veryday : Befides, How he found the Motion of the Comec 
in his Orb, and the Place of lnterfe<ftionand the Angle of In-> 
clination with the Ecliptick.

Grapes of fome Countries do afford 5 and, if well chofen, more 
gentle, and more pleafing to the palat, than many forts of 
French Wines without Sugary and yet requiring m.uch lefs 
labour, lefs artifice, and fewer hands for the yearly culture. 

This Worthy perfon hath alfo given us (under a modeft 
veil) an Inftrudlive Touch for Finejards in England (of which 
fee Numb, lyp 262.) And for the behoof of his OTvn Coun- 
try hath condefcended tofurnifli us with accurate Tianflations 
of the French Gardiner -, and of the beft Writers of Arehite- 
dure^ an of the Idea of the peife£iion of Painting (of which 
laftfee Numb. ^9. p. 784.) 

Of his own Colledions, he hath given us an elegant Hiftory 
of Sculpture, and of Engraving in Copper, and the curious Arts 
thereunto belonging : In which the moft excellent Painters of 
this Age may fee themfelves either duly celebrated, ordire(flcd 
for thebeft, and afllfl;ed, or at leaf!: encourag'd. 

And (befides other TreatifeSjWhich are Anonymous, zs being 
of a re ferv'd nature, but are neverthelefs entirely for the honor

But thrice happy were a\\ England, if everywhere, with uni- 
ted minds and affections we were as heartily inclin'd,and as active 
to cultivate this our kind Soil for an Elyfium, as this Liberal 
Author is nowbufie and preparing for the Prefs another more 
Auguft and Noble Work, bearing the Title of Englands Elyfi- 
um.

To be fliort, his 
Majerty foon gave to all the Kingdom , in St, jAmes% Park, 
and Hide Park, in the Approches to his faireft Palaces, and in 
his Forrefts, Illuftrious l'.Jtte!ns for the beft Improvements, 
and for a copious Variety of all kinds of Amenities. Now 
when our idle Multitudesih ill be ftrongly inured to thofe in- 
nocent and profitable Employments, till all our HiSs , which 
are now bald, fhall be flickered with the Chefnut, the Beech, 
the Pine, Bjx, Maple, and the Royal Oak; and all om ral- 
lejs adom'd with the fiuitful Knots of C^y/^, and like the gol- 
den Gardens of Alcimus -, tlien fhallwe have fair grounds to 
hope for thebleffings of Peace and Pltnty, and the Juncture 
of found and ulefull Philofophy with Chriftian Charity 5 and 
of true Religion and Piety with cheerful Loyalty 5 and then 
we ihall truly dcferve the old Style of the Fortmnte iflaniij, 
and the Cardem of Hefferides.
